Anda poet told the simple tale. 
Imagine, if you can, a tale so art- 
less being sold by a modern writ- 
ing man. No purple _passion’s 
hectic heat, no Freudian com- 
no. psychiatric inter- 
ludes, no mingling of the sexes. 
They spoke of the hay and the 
trees and flowers, the judge and 
the farmer’s daughter, of the 
singing birds and the humming 
bees. And all they drank was 
water. They met they spoke. 
Then he rode away. Lord, but 
that scene was weak. As he 
cantered home no telltale daub 
of ‘lipstick smeared. his cheek. 
Folks would not read that anec- 
dote these days of syncopation, 
when water’s out, and a kiss 
won't rate, even as punctuation. 

But writermen were scarcer 
then and there were no maga- 
zines and ,there wasn’t the com- 
petition then in describing bou- 
doir scenes. Even an innocent 
tale like Maud’s was one that.a 
scribe could sell. In those guaint 
days best sellers weren't selected 
by the smell. So a man and a 
maid and a cooling drink the 
side of a dusty road furnished 
the poet atmosphere for a written 
episode.

And the judge in 
his marble halls recalled with a 
tincture of longing vain the face 
of the blushing barefoot maid he 
had never seen again. 

Life was simple in bygone days. 
But it must have been $fetty 
quiet with never a boisterous 
cocktail bout and never a grape- 
fruit diet. To gather at night by 
the home fireside must have been 
pretty tame, with never a croon- 
er’s nasal whine and never a 
badger game: no sub-soul 
surgeons to lay all ills to the 
strain of desires suppressed, and 
nay a tabloid cameraman 
picture the lush love nest; no 
night life scandals to grace front 
page, no bathtub gin concoction 
no trading of wives in a mixed 
quartet, no contract bridge or 
auction.
